To that thesis, with respect to the

is just across the street from the Standard Lumber Company. 
The Chamber of Commerce with the assistance of’ the farm ­ 
ers body organized and known as the Crow Wing County Pure 
Bred Sire Association have worked hand in hand and made fin 
venture a successful one. Better cows means the rejuvenation of 
the dairy industry of this county. 
It means better milk. 
It means less labor on the part of the

Lesson of 1917” and mentions that it was just IO years ago, on 
June 5, 1917, that the manhood of the I n Ped States regi tei 
for service in the World war, under the selective service act 
which had been passed bx congress. 
The passage of this act, and the registration under its previ­ 
sions of the man power of the nation marked a departure from 
the general previous m ilitary policy of the United States, 
in 
previous conflicts th(‘ “volunteer” system had been mainly dc 
pended on, and the “draft" adopted as a last resort. 
When tin 
United States entered the world conflict, however, the govern 
jnent realizing the seriousness til the .situation, ami shat the entire 
strength of the nation must bt* mobilized from tilt* beginning to 
eoi>e with the fo rtis arrayed against it. 
With splendid spirit th* 
citizenship of the nation arose to meet tile crisis and tin* result 
was that at the dost1 of that first registration day. ten million men 
were enrolled ana awaiting tie* call to arms. 
But then there was a pause. 
I lie I oiled States had IO filii 
lion men ready to answer the call to arms, but it had very few 
arm s to call them to, ami still fewer men capable of teaching 
them to use those arms. The result was that we marked time tut 
months until these deficiencies could be remedied to such an ex 
tent that the call could be extended to a small fraction of those 
who aw aited it. 
Had the fate < f the I nited Stales it thai period depended in 
the arm ed land forces it could place in tin* field the result wouli 
have )**en crushing disaster iii spite of the tremendous man powe 
w’hich stood ready for mobilization* 
We all hope that not for many years, if ever, will the Unitei 
States be forced again to fight for its existence or its honor, but 
we have no guarantee of ans such immunity from a curse as old 
as Cain. 
And if such a time should come let us pray that We may 
face it w ith the same spirit as w’ns displayed iii 1917, but not in 
the condition of utter unpreparedness which prevailed at thai 
time.

walked 
into

Thomas Templeton, chief of police 
yesterday and requested to be placed 
in jail. 
“ For the past month I ifave lead a 
life of fear,’’ he confessed to Chief 
Templeton, “I got into trouble In 
Minneapolis, 
ami 
n O w 
without 
money. I want to give myself lip ami 
pay the penalty of my misdeeds for 
I know that I will just get myself iii 
deeper.’’ 
Brock through his confession will 
he charged 
with 
forgery of four 
checks 
in 
Minneapolis, 
totalling 
$250. 
He is alleged to have forged 
the name of C. E. Campbell, cashed 
a check for $70 on the account of 
the Anoka Potato Co. and three $60 
checks on the same firm. 
Checks 
were cashed at Dayton’s store, The 
Alexander Check bureau, the Holt 
Molor Co., and the Mathey Tire Co. 
All checks were cashed on May *’3. 
Brock was taken today to Minne­ 
apolis by two detectives to Stand 
trial.

On June 14, 1777, th ” 
Americ n 
congress 
assembled 
in 
Phi lade. ihia, passed the resolution 
that the flag of the thirteen states 
be thirteen stripes alternating red 
and whit \ #and that the union he 
thirteen st ars in a circle on a blue 
field re pre 'ating the new constella­ 
tion. 
“ Little (Ii I our forefathers, who 
voted for thi J resolution realize that 
they were voting for the adoption 
Of a flag destined to herons in tin 
jtiort space of one hundred 
Aft 
years the emblem of the greatc 
and 
most powerful nation on earth, that 
of our own 
United States. 
It 
is 
probably not generally known that 
though \*e are the youngest of tne 
great nations, our flag is older than 
that of any others. 
The flag of Eng 
laud in its distinctive form of tin 
Union Jack dates hack only to 1801. 
The French tri color was adopted in 
1794. 
The German and Italian ban 
liers were no older than the existing 
regimes 
of 
these 
countries. 
The 
Spaniards first established theirs in 
1 875, while the 14th of June, 1 777, 
was the day on which Continental 
Congress passed its memorable reso­ 
lution. 
A few days prior to this 
the revolutionary statesmen, then in 
session in Philadelphia, appointed a 
committee to consider the object of 
a general standard for the troops 
and colonies. 
Tradition 
says that 
General 
Washington, 
who 
was 
a 
member of the committee with Rob­ 
ert Morris and Colonel Ross took 
the rough sketch proposed to Mrs. 
John Ross, 239 Arch street, Phila­ 
delphia. 
Til is design

with thirteen six pointed stars in 
the blue field. 
.Mrs. Ross protested 
against the six pointed stars, where­ 
upon she folded a scrap of paper in 
-uich a manner that with one cut of 
the scissor she could produce a five 
pointed star of beautiful remet ry 
I he comm it tee accepted lier sugges­ 
tion. 
She made the first star span­ 
gled banner, and for 60 years sh 
made all of the flags, for the use of 
the government, at her house at 239 
Arch St., Philadelphia, which is still 
standing. 
“ This first banner made was un­ 
furled to the breeze on the city hall 
in 
Philadelphia. 
It was first used 
In battle at Morristown by way o: 
Boti nd-brook. 
New 
Jersey, 
where 
Washington’s army was besieged by 
the British, and all over this land 
today, every city and hamlet is cele 
hrating 
the 
One 
Hundred 
a n ti 
Fiftieth 
Anniversary of the Start 
iud Stripes hut perhaps the most im- 
pre.ssive ceremonies are being held 
at. Georgetown. New Jersey, where* 
all of the Stale of New Jersey ana 
many statesmen are participating. 
“Oddly enough the United States 
has fought under a different flag in 
every war, in which she has partici­ 
pated. 
The Revolutionary war was 
fought under the flag of 13 stars 
end 13 stripes 
The war of 1812, 
otherwise known as the second war 
of Independence, was fought under 
the,.flag of 15 stars arid 15 stripes, 
eight 
red 
and seven 
white. 
The 
Civil war was fought by the North 
under 
34 
stars 
representing 
31 
lit alps. 
Eleven of the States had de­ 
clared their stars out of the union 
a nr! had formed a new confederate 
flag in which they were represented 
-Cl star , but President Lincoln re­ 


fined to withdraw these states from 
the union flag and before the clos 
of the Civil war two stars had been 
added 
to represent 
West 
Virginia 
and Nevada, bringing the number of 
the stars to 36. 
At the time of th 
war with Spain in 1898. there were 
45 states and during the world war 
there 
were 
48. 
Until 
1912 ther 
was some confusion as to the proper 
distribution of the 48 stars in tin 
blue field. 
On October 2 5, 1912 thi- 
matter was definitely .settled by the 
(executive order of President Taft. 
that the stars were to be arranged 
tin six rows of eight each symbolist!! 
{the 48 states in the order of their 
ratification. 
The evolution of oui 
flag is now probably complete, tin 
less 
at 
some future date 
Alaska, 
Porta Rico, Hawaii and the Phil! 
pines attain statehood. 
“ Among the curious facts not gen 
erally known about 
our flag, th 
first request for a Mag was received 
by our government from an Indian, 
named Thomas Green, who present­ 
ed three strings of wampum to th* 
Continental Congress with the r 
{quest that flags hp provided for In 
dian chiefs in order to insure for 
them the protection of the govern 
nunt. 
The first naval salute to be 
given our flag was received by tilt 
battleship “ R anger’’ under command 
of John Paul Jones, and was given 
from General 1 ament Pequot off tin 
coast r :*

Large Proportion of Mortality Among 
Children Traced to Faulty 
Nutrition. 


Washington.—Investigations by the 
children's bureau of Hie United States 
D epartm ent of Labor of tile extent of 
malnutrition among children indicate 
that from one-fourth to one-third of 
the children in Hie United States are 
definitely malnourished, 
Wily are there so many children be­ 
low par? 
Evidently they were not 
“just born Unit way,” for the studies 
of malnourished children show Unit in 
tile great majority of cases they s ta rt­ 
ed life In normal physical condition. 
Given tills sta rt they should have de­ 
veloped Into healthy, robust children 
T hat they failed to do so Indicates that 
something Is wrong with their diet and 
mode of living. 
Improper or inadequate diet, lark of 
sleep, too little outdoor piny, fresh air, 
and sunshine; overexertion due to too 
much work or too strenuous [day, and 
physical defects such us bad teeth 
tonsils, or adenoids are listed among 
Hie causes of malnutrition. 
But till* 
gives rise to another question* Why 
are children improperly fed? 
Why do 
they have too Utile sleep? 
Wily u n ­ 
laid tonsils, teeth, or adenoids not at 
tended to? 
The answer seems to he 
I lait Ignorance, lack of parental con 
Hoi and poverty, singly or together, 
are Hie causes underlying these bad 
conditions. 
Parents come In for a heavy share 
of blame. Abundant evidence lias been 
found to siiow (lait ignorance and lack 
of parental control are more Impor­ 
tant causes of malmitrltlou than pov­ 
erty. 
Studies have shown Hint many 
children are Improperly fed because 
parents do not know what are Hie 
proper foods for children nor bow to 
spend their money to get the host re 
turn in food values; because they do 
not know th at children should have 
regular meals, and because they do not 
know that drinking tea and coffee and 
eating indiscriminately between meals 
ure worse for children than adults. 
Then, too, there are parents who 
know nil these things, but who Jus! 
don’t seem lo care what and how 
their children eat or when they go to 
bed. 
The result of tills Ignorance or 
neglect is malnutrition, which may re 
Nillt in lowered vitality, increased huh 
ocptlhility to disease, nnd retarded 
mental development 
A large propor­ 
tion of mortality among children Is 
traced directly or Indirectly to foully 
nutrition.

Large Proportion of Mortality Among 
Children Traced to Faulty 
Nutrition. 


Washington.—Investigations by the 
children’s bureau of the United States 
Department of Labor of tile extent of 
malnutrition among children Indicate 
that from one-fourth to one-third of 
the children in the United States are 
definitely malnourished. 
Why are there so many children be 
low 
par? 
Evidently they were not 
“just born iJrat way,’’ for the studio 
of malnourished children show that in 
the great majority of cases they start 
cd life In normal physical condition 
Given this start they should have dc 
veloped Into healthy, robust children 
That they failed to do so indicates that 
something Is wrong with their diet and 
mode of living. 
Improper or Inadequate diet, lack of 


sleep, too little outdoor play, fresh air 
and sunshine; overexertion due to too 
much work or too strenuous play, and 
physical defects such as bad teeth 
tonsils, or adenoids are listed amora, 
the causes of malnutrition. 
But this 
gives rise to another question: Wh.v 
are children Improperly fed? 
Why cfi 
they have too little sleep? 
Why un 
had tonsils, teeth, or adenoids not at 
tended to? 
The answer seems to la 
that Ignorance, lack of parental con 
Hoi and poverty, singly or together, 
are the causes underlying these bai 
conditions. 
Barents come in for a heavy share 
of blame. Abundant evidence lins been 
found to show that Ignorance and lack 
of parental control are more impor­ 
tant causes of malnutrition than pov­ 
erty. 
.Studies have shown that many 
children are Improperly fed because 
parents do not know w hat are the 
proper foods for children nor how to 
spend their money to get the best re 
turn In food values; because they do 
not know that children should have 
regular meals, and because they do not 
know that drinking tea and coffee and 
eating indiscriminately between meals 
Ute worse for children than adults. 
Then, too, there are parents who 
know all these things, but who Just 
don’t seem to care what and how 
their children eat or when they go to 
bed. 
The result of this Ignorance or 
neglect Is malnutrition, which may re 
suit in lowered vitality, increased sits 
ivptibllity to disease, and 
retarded 
mental development. 
A large propor­ 
tion of mortality among children Is 
traced directly or Indirectly to faulty 
nutrition.
